grouping combinations in the selected sets of grouping combinations; connecting the 
selected power distribution terminal to a the first and second sets of grouping 
combinations of power connectors; and through the terminal block, distributing the first 
and second power inputs substantially evenly to the sets of grouping combinations and 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims.
